At $25,000 Marathon Money 


Fourteen professional or ‘‘expert’’ entries are in already 
for the 40th Annual AuSable Marathon, but most of the talk is 
about the pairings not yet officially entered. Steve Southard, 
of Ray’s Canoe Livery, says Butch Stockton, winner of the 
last five marathons, is expected to team with Solomon 
Carriere this year. The two teamed up in 1984 to win the 
marathon and set the all-time record at 14 hours, 20 minutes, 


40 seconds. 


Southard also says Serge Corbin, regarded as the top 
paddler in North America, wants to team up with Brett 
Stockton, four-time winner of the marathon. Brett Stockton is

According to Douglas Carter, Department

gram chief, the Zoning Boards will continue 
to operate much the same as they have in 
the past if the new regulations are adopted 
by the units of government. If they are not 
adopted, the DNR will appoint a board 
which will have one state representative on 
it. 


Carter indicated in earlier community 
meetings that despite the regulations, 


. variances will be permitted much as they 


are presently but too many variances will 
cause the state to step in and halt them. 

The new rules include restrictions on min- 
imum river frontage for building, industrial 
buildings, building setbacks, docks, on-site 
Sanitation systems, signs, soil erosion and 
sediment control measures and mineral ex- 
ploration. 

The draft also includes statements on 
policy toward utilities, agriculture, disposal 
of solid wastes, stream alteration, land 
alteration and natural vegetation. Addition- 
al provisions cover recreation, fishing, 
hunting, trapping and administration of the 
plan. 

The original draft of the plan carried a 


jections by citizens it was changed to no fill- 
ing within four feet of the water table. 
Another serious concern was that the word- 
ing in the plan was not strong enough in the 
section dealing with the state’s opposition to 
any takeover by the federal government. Al- 
though it had been pointed out that the 
“feds” could take over despite any objection 
from the state, stronger wording against the 
idea was incorporated in the final draft. 

Most of the other eight changes that were 
made in the revision of the plan were only 
those in wording for clarification. 

Dan Alstott, of the North Branch Property 
Owners Association, said the association 
was upset the NRC did not move the natural 
river designation on the North Branch all 
the way to the headwaters at Otsego Lake as 


‘his group had requested. Instead the natural 


river designation goes to Ski Shore Drive in 
the Michaywe development. 

Alstott also said the group wasn’t happy 
with the NRC decision to allow some mili- 
tary activities on the river through a permit 
system. He called the decision a sell-out to 
the military and questioned how well a per- 
mit system will work toward protecting the 
river. 

When the NRC discussed the plan at last 
month’s meeting only one person attended 
that spoke against the plan while many 
favored it and even wanted it extended fur- 
ther to the headwaters of the tributaries. 
The action last week will now force local 
governmental units to comply with the state 
mandate or face direct state control over 
zoning.

The Great Trash Hunt a couple of weeks 
ago was partially successful. One of the per- 
sons connected with a pile of trash in the 
woods north of Mobile Home Estates did a 
nice job of cleaning up one area. He made a 
simple mistake in dumping the trash there, 
but he corrected it and no one can find fault 
with that. 

The other person connected with some of 
the trash may have picked up a couple of 
bags but a huge pile remained. 


The fact that some of the trash has been 
cleaned up is a result of efforts by Crawford 
County Prosecuting Attorney John Huss. 
He’s trying a new approach on litter in the 
woods, Although names and addresses 
among the garbage do not prove who dump- 
ed the trash, it does indicate whose trash it 
is. 


Huss says the litter law states anyone 
depositing or leaving trash is violating the 
law. Once Huss notifies the person their 
trash has been dumped illegally, it is up to 
the person to remove the trash or he is in 
violation of the law. 


Huss notified the two persons connected 
with trash on state land north of Mobile 
Home Estates by having the sheriff dept. 
deliver a boxed sample of their garbage 
along with a letter. The prosecuting attor- 
ney gave them five days to clean up their 
trash. Both persons called Huss to say they 
would be picking the trash up. Huss is going 
to check with the one person and tell hirn he 
must clean up the entire pile of trash where 
his trash was found.

Some people have told me they don’t think 
the newspaper should say anything about 
names on garbage being a way to nail vio- 
lators. They feel violators will now just rip 
names off the garbage and dump it in the 
woods. 

They may be right. On the other hand, in- 
forming people who care about stopping ille- 
gal dumping can help. I know now that if I 
find trash dumped in the woods, there’s a 
good chance the violators will have to re- 
move it if they left their names on the gar- 
bage. I hope some other people know this 
now as well. 

I also wonder how many illegal dumpers 
are going to take the time to remove names 
and addresses off all their garbage. This 
could take longer than taking it to a town- 
ship transfer station or the county landfill. 


I also don’t think 4 lot of illegal dumpers 
are going to read this column. So we’ll try to 
sneak this information past them. If you 
catch an illegal dumper in the act, write the 
license plate number down and call the DNR 
Conservation Officer, 348-6371, or the sheriff 
dept., 348-6341. 

If you don’t catch the illegal dumper in the 
act but find a pile of trash on public prop- 
erty, check for names and addresses. If you 
find several pieces of trash with the same 
name, call the county prosecutor, 348-2841. 
There’s a good chance the violators will 
have to clean the trash up.

DONALD RIEGLE now occupies 
the seat up for decision next year and — al- 
though in the peculiar game of political pos- 
turing, he has not yet formally announced 
his intentions —~ he’s a shoo-in for renomina- 
tion by the Democrats for the asking. 

On the other side of the fence, not a single 
Republican has announced for the Riegle 
seat, and only one well-known Republican 
has evinced more than a passing interest in 
the challenge. 

Spencer Abraham of Lansing, who is the 
Republican state party chairman, is con- 
sidering the race against Riegle. Mr. Abra- 
ham, a long-time political activist, is a 
lawyer by training, but rarely practices 
law, choosing instead either to teach law, or 
to practice politics. 

But beyond Mr. Abraham, the horizon is 
rather clear at the moment. Of course, that 
could change — and no doubt, it will change. 


’* * 

WHERE ARE THE other so-called logical 
Republican candidates for the U.S. Senate, 
which is one of the most coveted elective of- 
fices in the world? 

Jack Lousma, the former astronaut who 
ran against Sen. Carl Levin in 1984 and lost, 
would be a logical candidate. Mr. Lousma is 
rather coy in his approach to 1988 so far .... 
not much is known of his intentions, 

The top Republican voices in the state 
legislature are other usually potential can- 
didates. But so far, no interest has been pub- 
licly evinced by such as Sen. John Engler of 
Mt. Pleasant or Rep.

Engler, who ran for lieutenant governor. 
And Brooks Patterson, Oakland County 
Prosecutor, who usually runs for something, 
doesn’t seem to be budging toward a race 
against Sen. Riegle either. 

Of course, as noted above, all this could 
change, and very likely will. 

* * * 

BUT THERE ARE two million reasons 
why the race against Sen. Riegle is not very 
enticing for Republican hopefuls, and 
there’s a dollar sign in front of each of them. 

A recent news story reports that Sen. 
Riegle already has raised $2,179,669 for his 
1988 reelection bid, although he hasn’t even 
announced yet and he has no idea who his 
opponent might be. That total was raised as 
of April 22 — about a year and a half before 
the election. 

Now, any Republican candidate who gets 
into the race at this point, is starting at least 
$2 million behind Sen. Riegle in fund- 
raising. 

And that doesn’t take into account the 
enormous natural advantage any incum- 
bent enjoys because of being in office in the 
first place — staff, research, contacts, 
publicity, offices in various parts of the 
State, regular visits back home at tax- 
payers’ expense (for official business, of 
course), and on and on and on. 


* * * 

FRANKLY, RUNNING into the Riegle 
buzzsaw is not an inviting opportunity for 
potential Republican candidates, and Spen- 
cer Abraham may be able to have the nom- 
ination for the asking. 

As to winning against Riegle, that’s 
another story. Mr. Abraham is a political 
figure, and has no natural base of support 
except that partisan base from which to 
begin. That’s not very broad. Historically, 
the candidates of strictly partisan figures — 
which Mr. Abraham is — are not very suc- 
cessful. 

The political clock is running. Republican 
candidates better get started soon. Light- 
ning could strike any candidacy. Next year 
is a presidential election year, which will 
have an effect of some kind on Michigan’s 
election. And any candidate for public office 
has a chance to win. 

But as of now, it looks like Sen. Donald 
Riegle again — in a landslide.

All the six other states in the compact 
voted to designate Michigan while the 
state’s representative, David Hales, voted 
to designate Ohio as the host for a disposal 
site which would begin accepting such 
designated wastes by 1993, the date set by 
federal law allowing the three current waste 
sites — in the states of Washington, Nevada 
and South Carolina — to stop accepting 
wastes from other states. 

Michigan has been the odds-on favorite 
for the designation since a volunteer state 
did not come forward to accept the site un- 
der a projected $2 million annual economic 
incentives program. 

Delegates from the other six states — 


Minnesota, Ohio, Iowa, Indiana, Missouri 
and Wisconsin — said they gave their 
heaviest consideration to the volume and 
radioactivity level of each state’s wastes, 
categories in which Michigan far exceeded 
the other states. 

Hales said he gave top consideration to 
transportation in selecting Ohio. 

Hales, a former resource management 
professor at the University of Michigan, 
said Michigan took a different approach to 
the weighing of factors. 

“Michigan felt that its primary concern 
was the safety to people, to critters, to the 
environment on which we all depend,” he 
said. 

He added, however, that under the 
criteria selected by the compact previously, 
there was no other choice but Michigan. 
“The other states played by the rules as the 
rules were laid out,’’ he noted. 

Hales said Michigan would continue to 
work with the compact states to make sure 
all concerns are met. He said the compact 
has been developing a set of concerns with 
the federal policy. 
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guarantee the responsibility of the facility 
does not fall back completely upon the tax- 
payers of the state. 


Prior to selecting a host state, compact 


members adopted a resolution sponsored by 
Hales, urging a national meeting involving 
all compacts and host states to discuss the 
1980 Federai Low-Level Radioactive Waste 
Policy Act. 


He said both Congress and states have to 


take an affirmative responsibility to assume 
leadership in the area. 


Michigan currently generates about 33 


percent of the approximate 200,000 cubic 
feet of low level waste in the region each 
year, followed by Minnesota and Ohio at 
about 22 and 19 percent, respectively. 


The state, however, fell “somewhere in 


the middle”’ of the seven states in transpor- 
tation distance and safety as the state's 
major generation sites are located near 
state borders in the southeastern and south- 
western portions of the state. 


Recently we learned that the local chapter 
of Trout Unlimited has pulled out of the co- 
sponsorship of the Kid’s Fishing Contest 
during the Milltown Festival. The reason, 
we have been told is because they do not 
want to support fishing contests. 

Apparently that move is an effort to dis- 
courage the idea of contests to be connected 
with the sport and encourage the idea of 
fishing simply for the love of it. We agree 
with that idea when it comes to those widely 
publicized bass fishing contests where a 
given lake becomes overrun with. guys 
maneuvering specialized fishing boats to 
get more and bigger bass than the other 
competitors. 

Our dislike of that type of overkill of the 
sport is great and we vow never to back such 
a “hog” event. 

Now let’s talk about contests which en- 
courage fishing and give that little extra 
bragging ability to an angler who catches a 
big fish. We all know that the fisherman is 
thrilled with that big one and would like to 
brag to the world about it. We see nothing 
wrong with a contest that gives the person a 
little extra bragging room. 

There may be a problem with the contest 
though if it covers a very short period of 
time as do the bass contests and are pointed 


and commitments to a degree of local con- 
trol and monitoring of the facility. 

Disposal alternatives for low-level wastes

The regional facility would then begin 
operations by January, 1993, to correspond 
with the date the Washington, Nevada and 
South Carolina sites may refuse to accept 
low-level radioactive wastes at their sites.

Resource Review

The Marine Safety Act sets 
forth ‘Rules of the Road’’ 
for the operation of motor 
boats within the state.

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Local Beauty Salon Offers Golden Touch

It can be said that Golden Touch Beauty Salon is interest- 
ed in the whole person because they have services that 
literally cover from head to toe. 

Owner Susan McCurdy began our tour of the business by 
taking us to the basement. Far from an old dingy basement, 
it is one painted in a cooling blue color with palm trees 
sprouting from the walls. “‘This,”’ she said, ‘“‘is the tanning 
salon and in this section we feature complete privacy.” 

As we viewed the three tanning rooms it became clear 
that the rooms did offer that privacy while giving that in- 
dividual the golden color often not available from an un- 
cooperative sun or in the dead of winter. McCurdy told us 
that the beds are comfortable and each has a timing device to 
provide just the right amount of exposure. She also pointed 
out the separate makeup room associated with the tanning 
facility. 


McCurdy said that in the beginning there was only one 
bed located in a small room upstairs but it proved to be so 
popular that during a remodeling in February of 1986 the 
basement complex was added. McCurdy’s story is one of a 
business that might not have been if others had not en- 
couraged her to take the plunge. After taking a Cosmetology 
course at Kirtland Community College, McCurdy worked for 
two years at another salon. At that point, she said, her father 
Jim Bourrie and Marilyn Longworth encouraged McCurdy to 
start her own business. She said that now 12% years later she 
is still here, loves the work, loves the people, the excitement 
and expects to be here for quite a while. 

On January 13, 1975, the door te the salon near the down- 
town corner of the I-75 Business Loop and Michigan Avenue 
was opened for the first time. And now the business employs 
six hairdressers, a salon coordinator and provides that head 
to toe service. 

In the beginning McCurdy said, Longworth was with her 
and had the Vivian Woodward Cosmetic Studio but unfor- 
tunately moved to Florida.

The business turned out to be very successful, McCurdy 
said and by September of 1984 the facility was remodeled and 
a new front was added in keeping with the Milltown theme. 
Next came the remodeling of the basement as mentioned in 
1986 as well as other changes. Finally in March of this year 
another complete change in the facility brought the cooling 
colors and artful treatment of the walls. 

McCurdy said that the wall decorating treatment is the 
work of Terry Dickinson, well known local artist. She noted 
that when he suggested the wall treatment of the tanning 
salon she suggested he try just a sample so that she could get 
an idea of what it would look like. Dickinson surprised her 
by completing the task as she had originally suggested. She 
said that the first viewing was exciting and she loved the 
treatment he had created. 

In referring to the training of the staff, McCurdy said that 
this spring there were two interna] training sessions. One 
.was a Redkin Update where a representative of the Redkin 
Company spent five hours going over the new products of 
cosmetics, shampoos, conditioners and styling lotions. She 
noted that the sessions cover what the company is doing and 
how the salon can better serve its customers. 

On another occasion a class was held on Redkins new 
Deco color which is a tube color. A representative from the 
company worked with the staff in the morning on the color 
and then in the afternoon two models per hair stylist came in 
and there was actual practice working on their hair with the 
new color. 

In the process of remodeling, McCurdy said she chose to 
limit the size to four stations because the girls often handle 
from two to three customers at a time. She noted that it 
means a lot of people are in the salon at one time. 

Another innovation that was added was something begun 
in Europe. She said that new shampoo bowls permit the 
stylist to work from behind the client. It was always neces- 
sary to stand to the side with the old bowls and that was much 
more difficult to see the entire head and rinse the perma- 
nents. 


New Chamber Manager

The Officers and Directors of THE COMMITTEE OPPOSED 
TO MANDATORY CATCH & RELEASE REGULATIONS believe, 
unanimously, that you should be accurately informed of 
just what happened since this organization came into exis- 
tence in the early Spring of 1986 and what its future plans 


are. 


1. The Committee was created to legally oppose the Catch & Re- | 
lease Regulations adopted in February of 1986 by the Natural 
Resources Commission and were granted a temporary injunc- 
tion by Judge Alton T. Davis on April 23rd, 1986, which injunc- 
tion continued the slot size regulations previously in effect 
upon the involved portion of the AuSable Main Stream in Craw- 
ford County for the 1986 trout season. 


. The Michigan Attorney General's Office asked Judge Davis to 


review his ruling and on March 12th, 1987 Judge Davis issued a 
permanent injunction against the Catch & Release Regulations 
approved by the NRC in February, 1986 using the following Jan- 
guage: “is hereby made permanent until such time as the De- 
partment of Natural Resources and/or the Natural Resources 
Commission can demonstrate by competent, material and sub- 
stantial evidence that there is, in fact, a biological or ecological 
need for the so-called ‘catch and release’ regulations as out- 
lined in Director’s Order No. DF1-104.86. To this extent, the De- 


fendents are hereby enjoined 


and restrained from enforcing 


the provisions of the aforementioned order.”

Despite that permanent injunction, the DNR issued its 1987 


Fishing Regulations Booklet and stated therein that the perma- 
nently restrained Catch & Release Regulations would be in ef- 
fect for the 1987 trout season on the Main Stream of the Au- 


Sable River.

The Committee's Attorney called this error to the attention of 


the Assistant Attorney General handling the case, requesting a 
press release correcting the error. This request was refused 
despite the fact the rules are in violation of Judge Davis’ per- 
manent injunction. The affected AuSable River area, however, 
remains properly “signed” as it was during the 1986 trout sea- 


son, 


At that point in the conversation, McCurdy mentioned 
that men increasingly make use of the salon’s services. She 
observed that they give partial ‘“‘perms” to men and they 
have some color clients. She said, ‘“They are very much a 
part of this business and I want them to be part of this 
business.’’ She noted that they care about themselves and 
their hair as much as women do. 

McCurdy said that she tikes to think of Golden Touch as a 
full service salon. She said we do everything that a normal 
salon does. ‘‘We do the perms, all of the hair cuts, and the 
colors especially the new Deco color,’’ she noted. The salon 
also does acrylic nails which is an extension of the persen’s 
own nails. She observed that the process uses a tip and then 
an acrylic coating is applied. 

While talking about nails, McCurdy said that the salon 
also does what she calls an old fashioned manicure where 
they shape the nails, soften the cuticle and the excess is 
removed and the nails are polished. In that sense she said 
some of the ladies are specialized because they do not all give 
manicures or nail tips. 

“T don’t like to believe though that our people should be 
categorized as the one and only,’’ McCurdy said. The salon 
works as a team, she pointed out when there are problems to 
solve or a head of hair that we are not certain, none of the 
staff is afraid to say ‘“‘well, what do you think?”’ On the other 
hand she was quick to point out that a client is free to call and 
ask for a particular staff member to care for her (his) hair. 

McCurdy also mentioned that they do other hair coloring 
such as regular tinting, frostings, foil colors and paint. She 
noted that they are also giving what is called a clipper cut 
where they might even give a mohawk which is cutting the 
hair on the sides of the head close and leaving a wide swath of 

hair at the top. She also commented that there are those 
young men who are asking for the brush cut again.
